Premier Tolmie said conditions in 
British Columbia were aerloua. The 
chief contributing factor waa the de¬ 
clining price of ail ver and otner 
metals, which had caused many of the 
smaller mines to close down. A falling 
off in th# off-shore demand for Bri¬ 
tish Columbia products bad caused the 
logging camps to curtail production, 
and there was a reduced demand In- 
paper. 

At its last session the provincial leg- 
ls'aturs bad doubled Ite appropriation 
for pubic wqrka. A great many men 
had been given work on roads and pub¬ 
lic buildings, said Dr. Tblmle. There 
was still-much room for further road 
building, but there wss a limit to the 
funds which could be provided by ths 
provincial government.

Almost si mu l t a n e o us l y with this announcement 
the head of the Russian trfMmg organization m the 
nmghberhig republic let it be known that $40,000.- 
000 worth of American farm machinery had juat 
been ordered. While the names of'the firms sharing 
the business were not made public, it is pointed out 
that these orders will mean increased employment in 
three well-known producing centres, insuring capacity 
production for sis months. In view of the embargo 
which had been placed on Russian pulpwood the news 
of these orders came as a surprise. To opponents 
of the policy of trading with Russia it is being re¬ 
garded as another boost to Communsim. Nevertheless, 
several countries in Europe seem to be committing 
themselves more deeply to a fuller economic exchange 
with the Soviet republic. * t 

It is being argued that there is a good deal of 
strategy in the nature of Russia's exports to Canada 
and the United Slates. Part of her exports are to pay 
for imports, but part of them are. one business journal 
contends, and increasingly will be. deliberately ma¬ 
licious, intended to foment discontent. There is in 
Canada and the United States, just as there is 
throughout the British empire, antipathy towards 
Communist policies of coercion, atheism and compe¬ 
tition on a non-economic basis. At the' same time, 
the fact that Russia is succeeding, so far, in meeting 
all her financial obligations abroad without a foreign 
loan, is inspiring tome grudging respect 

From any distance outside of Russia it ts diffi¬ 
cult to understand just what it going oil m that 
country, what her internal economic gondition is, or 
what developments may be expected from time to 
time. Supposedly trained observers, impartial or 
prejudiced, have toured the country by 'he score. 
But they have seen only those things th- tv* been 
permitted to tee. or just what it pleased the Soviet au¬ 
thorities to show them.
